m ea ns which offered them selves. But 
the Spa nia rds ha ve ma de up their minds 
to hold out to the la st. 
They a re in a

There a re 25,000 Spa nish 
soldiers in the g a rrison at Manila and 
100,000 volunteers 
enrolled.

In s u rg e n t* Not H e l p i n g D e w e y . 
The Hong Kong correspondent of The 
Sta nda rd sa y s: ‘‘Commodore D ew ey at 
the time the British g unboa t Linnet left 
Ma nila wa s not receiving a ny thing lik« ‘ 
a s much a ssista nce from the insurg ents 
a s he had expected. Indeed, the insur­ 
g ents were understood to be neg otia ting 
with Governor General A ug usti for the 
execution of a pacific settlem ent a s a r­ 
ra ng ed by them some months ago.

"The ca pta in of tie* Boston who ca r­ 
ried the flag of truce said: 
"You com- 
ba tted us with four very bad ships:

fore bra ver lig hting under su< n unequa l 
conditions. 
It is a g rea t pity you e x­ 
posed y our lives on vessels not fit for 
•fighting.’ 
Commodore Dewey sent a 
m essa g e to Admira l Montijo a s follows: 
T shall h a te plea sure in cla sping your 
ha nd and offering my cong ra tula tions 
on the g a lla nt ma nner in which you 
foug ht.’

the res|x>nsibllity of his defea t to tin- 
g overnment in Madrid.

"During the bomba rdment of the <’,i- 
vite a rsenal Commodore Dewey su s ­ 
pend'd fire at the request of tin* Spa n­ 
iard to allow the women and children 
to be removed to a place of sa fety .

could be used, butter once a week, lard 
for rooking, and a ll the soa p the men 
required. 
Of the food tha t wa s cooked 
for the men of Compa ny G, there wa s 
enough left ov er ea ch day , which ha d 
to be burned or buried, to feed twenty 
men. 
This being the ca se, the men 
who a re still in ca mp and doing their 
duty , like men, feel justly indigna nt a t 
the 
misrepresenta tions 
which 
ha v e 
been ma de by men who ha v e prov en 
their irresponsibility .
